SACRAMENTO. (UP) — Use of
.aluminim cooking utensils for pre-
paring food does rot cause in-
testinal disturbances and is in no
way detrimental to health.

This is the conclusion of the
state department of public health,
which has recently conducted re
sedrch into often repeated reports
that in some¢ manner aluminum
poisons foods,

“In disproying this theory, a wide
yariety of foods were prepared in
aluminum utensils, and then care-
fylly examined to discover alumi-
num galts in appreciable quantities
in_‘the  food  products,” expluined
Dr. Walter M. Dickle, head of the
state department.

Amount Extremely Small

“Oranges and lemons with rinds
and pulp chopped up, covered with
boiling distilled water, were boiled
in ah aluminum pan for one hour,
then evaporated ' to .dryness, in-
cinerated and tested for aluminum.

“The amount of aluminum salt so
dissolved was extremely small, an
amount insufficient fo produce ill-
ness in any human being. v

“Similar experiments were per-
formed with milk, brussels sprouts,
tomato sauce and other food prod-
ucts. Negative results were ob-
tained In all Instances.”
